events surrounding the drafting and 
dispatching

mal nm to Serbia which inaugurated 
the world war are given their first 
amplification in 
the 
forthcoming 
publication of the recollections of 
Courad von Hoetzendorf, the form­ 
er Austro-Hungarian Field Marshal. 
The advanced roofs of the volume 
which is entitled “The Road to the 
Catastrophe** indicate that it will 
prove a significant parallel to Gen­ 
eral Ludendorff’s memoirs because 
of its dramatic ami intimate revela­ 
tions of Austro-Hungarian diplomacy 
and v ar policies and because of the 
candor with which it discusses Em ­ 
peror Charles, the co-operation of 
the German and Austro-Hungarian 
general staff, the relations of tho 
former Emperor Francis Joseph and 
the German Emperor William, the 
social 
and 
political 
intriguing of 
the Austrian Empress Zita and the 
whole hierarchy 
of 
the 
Austrian 
granddukes. 
The volume is compiled by Karl 
Nowak, an 
author and journalist 
and formerly war correspondent of 
the Cologne Gazette, who for two 
years was! assigned in a personal ca­ 
pacity to Marshal von Hoetzendorf’s 
headquarters. Nowak reported the 
war on all the eastern fronts and 
while his name nominally appears 
on the title page, the volume is 
known to be von Hoetzendorf's au- 
personally revised rec- 
t hor lied and 
oiled ions. 
Discussing 
Iv following 
the events immediate- 
the 
assasination 
of 
Archduke Frederick at Sarajevo, No­ 
wak states that few, if any people 
knew the plans of Count von Berch- 
told 
.then 
Austro-Hungarian 
For­ 
eign Minister. 
Not even the high 
military officials were informed nor 
was it known whether he was com­ 
municating with Berlin, according 
to the writer. 
“ Indignation in political and dip­ 
lomatic circles ran high as a result 
of the murder/' reads the memoirs. 
“ Military leaders quoted von Mol- 
tke's words, ‘we know the catas­ 
trophe will 
come some day; 
the 
sooner the better for us.’ ” 
This was the situation Marshal 
von Hoetzendorf found on .his re­ 
turn from a feigned holiday in the 
Tyrol where he went after the kill­ 
ing of the Archduke at Sarajevo, in 
order to cteate the impression that 
the situation was not menacing to 
the peace of Europe. Nowak de­ 
scribes 
the 
episode 
of 
the 
ulti­ 
matum to Serbia as follows: 
“The ministers were summoned 
to Hallhausplatz 
(foreign office.) 
Von Hoetzendorf. then chief of the 
general staff, was hurriedly recall­ 
ed from Tyrol where he was on 
leave granted him after the Sarajevo 
assasination. Count 
von Berchtold 
who conducted 
the 
deliberations 
consulted the general in purely mil­ 
itary matters. 
His 
opinion 
was 
sought only in connection with the! 
military prospects. 
The diplomatic 
situation 
was 
not 
mentioned 
nor 
was any reference made either to 
the Serbian ultimatum or to any 
other ultimatum. 
“ Von Hoetzendorf frankly analyz­ 
ed every possible hostile constella­ 
tion and did not conseal his convic­ 
tion 
that 
the 
Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy was unequal to the de­ 
mands of war on three fronts. 
He 
referred to similar views previous­ 
ly expressed in the preceding years, 
in which hi’ had pointed out exact­ 
ly such complications and entered 
upon minute consideration of every 
emergency growing out of a possible 
international clash. 
“Count Von Berchtold asked him 
whether the prospects for the mon­ 
archy would improve in the course 
of tile next few years. 
Von Hoet­ 
zendorf spoke of Hungarian oppo­

tion.; were arming. He declared that 
he would be guilty of lying if he 
said the chances of the monraehy 
later on would be more auspicious.

Emper­ 
or Francis Joseph was not present 
hut Count Tisza. 
the 
Hungarian 
Premier, Count von Stuergh, 
the 
Austrian 
Premier, 
Marshal 
von 
Hoetzendorf, Minister of War Kor- 
hatin and one naval expert were 
present. Count von Berchtold again 
conducted 
the 
deliberations. 
Two 
ministerial official were called in to 
assist in the technicalities of draft­ 
ing the note. 
Von Berchtold read 
the ultimatum. 
Nobody 
objected. 
Count Tisza alone wavered for a 
moment. 
The complications which 
might threaten 
to affect the na­ 
tional problems of Hungary made 
him appear ill at ease, but he too 
finally gave1 his consent. 
"The note contained severities. It 
wan j lain to everyone that the mon­

"The conference then proceeded 
to give the ultimatum its final text­

oughly before two experts render­

The soldiers present had 
I no part in the decision. 
The final 
official version was once more read 
aloud and the conference adjourn­ 
ed.” 
Now’ak describes the scene in the 
I Schoenbrunn, 
(Imperial 
palace) 
shortly alter file conference as fol­ 
lows: 
“The old emperor never for 
a moment lost self-control. He now 
was fully aware that the monarchy 
had been undermined and that its 
fate was in the balance. 
He asked 
von Hoetzendorf

everything was in order. The chief 
of staff reassured the aged

arch. Without outward sign of emo­ 
tion, Francis Joseph, in the pres­ 
ence of the foreign minister sign­ 
ed the declaration of war.”

MUSSEL SHELL INDUSTRY 
.ON WABASH RIVER 
J iv 
lh** A ssociated Pre#* 
VINCENNES, Iud., May 19.— The 
supply of mussel shells from which 
pearl buttons are made, rapidly is 
becoming scarce in the part of the 
Wabash river in this vicinity. In­ 
cidently fewer and fewer pearls and 
slug*-- are being found in the shells. 
Only a law years ago the price 
tor select shells was $5 a ton. and 
the digger spored. Now the price is 
$40 a ton, and shells known as 
•washboards” formerly 
discarded, 
are included. 
A digger at present 
can o n ly find about 
IOO pounds a 
day. 
Mussels now obtained are young 
and have not had sufficient time to. 
develop slugs and pearls, the dig­ 
gers 
assert. 
The 
highly 
colored 
•washboard” 
shells 
are 
cut 
into 
buttons .and no matter how' thin a 
piece of shell happens to be, some 
use is found for it. 
Regardless of th** 
scarcity 
of 
shells, 
indications 
are that 
there 
will be th* usual number of diggers 
at work the coming summer. Most 
I of them have hunted 
pearls for 
years. 
Vincennes 
broke 
into 
the 
limelight as a place where pearls 
migh! be found several years ago. 
One pearl from the 
Wabash 
w'as 
sold by the digger for $1,700 and 
another for $1,500. When placed on 
I the market later bv the purchasers 
it is said the pearls brought sev­ 
eral 
thousand 
dollars. 
While the 
pearls are becoming scarce in pro­ 
portion to the diminishing supply 
of mussels occasionally a good one 
is found. One weighing 35 grains 
was f und recently.
